As Nominee For Sheriff|Formally Assume Duties 


Following a hearing before 
a special committee of the 
state democratic executive 
committee at the state capitol 
Saturday, of the contest filed 
by Dan Stephens of the nomi- 
nation of W. H. Watkins as 
sheriff of Coffee county, the 
committee declared Watkins, 
who received a plurality of 158 
first and second choice votes 
over Stephens, the legal nomi- 
nee for the office. Stephens, 
who was Watkins’ nearest op- 
ponent, contested the nomina- 
tion of Watkins on the grounds 
that Watkins was not a qualifi- 
ed voter and therefore, if elect- 
ed, would not be entitled to 
hold the office of sheriff. In 
deciding the contest in Wat- 
kins’ favor, the special _com- 
mittee affirmed the decision of 
the county committee. 

It was contended by Stephens 
that Watkins was disqualified 
from participating in elections 
held in Coffee county and dis- 
qualified for the office of sher- 
iff in that he did not pay his 
poll taxes- for 1916, 1917 and 
1918, during which years he 
was a resident of Houston coun 
ty and poll tax records of Hous- 
ton county were introduced in 
an attempt to show that Wat- 
kins had not paid poll tax for 
the years in question. Declar- 
ing that he had paid his poll 
tax in these years. Watkins 
stated that the receipts receiv- 
ed by him for such payments 
had been destroyed in a fire 
which consumed his personal 
property. He said also that 
he was registered as a pualifi- 
ed voter in Coffee county after 
he was registered as a qualifi- 
he had shown these receipts to 


the Coffee County probate 
judge. 
Friends who accompained 


Watkins to Montgomery to be 
present at the hearing, after 
the special committee’s deci- 
sion was announced in Watkins 
favor, voiced their enthusiasm 
in a spirited shout ofHurrah 
for Coffee‘s next sheriff!” 
Watkins was represented dur- 
ing the hearing by J. H. Wilk- 
erson, C. W. Simmons, John 
Loflin and W. W. Sanders.

Stephens. Pat McGauley who 
resigned as reporter for the 
state committee some weeks 
ago, reported the contest pro- 
ceedings. The special com- 
mittee which heard the contest 
was composed of Edgar 
Clarkson, Tuscaloosa; C. W, 
Hare, Tuskegee, and Jerome T 
Fuller, Centerville.

Montgomery Officer Is 
Killed By Negro Man 


Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 28. 
—Albert Sansom, about 27 
vears old, 720 Clay street, a 
Montgomery mounted police- 
man, is dead; R. T. Garrard, a 
motorcycle officer, is in a hos- 
pital for treatment of painful 
injuries; Mattie Brown, negress 
is suffering from a slight bullet 
wound, and Jim Glenn, a ne- 
gro railroad fireman and des- 
perado, is a much sought fug- 
itive from justice. This sums 
up the tragic episodes of Thurs 
day night that shocked and 
stirred Montgomery to the 
core. 

Mattie Brown was wounded 
by Glenn. Sansom was_ shot 
to death by Glenn when he an- 
swered a call to the scene of 
the trouble at the foot of Rip- 
ley street, adjoining the city 
lot and stables. Garrard was 
injured in an accident between 
his motorcycle and an automo- 
bile ‘driven by a Kilby prison 
guard while both were aiding 
in securing hounds to place on 
the trail of the negro murderer. 

Less than five minutes after 
the shot was fired which killed 
Sansom, every policeman in 
the city was notified by tele- 
phone and ordered to police 
headquarters for immediate 
duty. They were sent out on 
the case in automobiles volun- 
teered by various friends of 
the dead man, and others who 
were interested in the arrest of 
the murderer. ; 

The trouble which culmina- 
ted in the murder of Sansom 
and the subsequent accidental 
injury of Garrard, started be- 
tween Jim Glenn and Mattie 
Brown. The negro woman was 
wounded at or near the trestle 
where the Pickett Springs car 
line crosses the Central of Geor 
gia railroad adjacent to the 
city lots. This happened about 
9:30 o'clock, 

The negro murderer made 
his escape, and all efforts to 
capture him have so far failed,
